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Report  of  Special  Town  Meeting 
December  5,  1936 


Article  1.  Mr.  F.  R.  Strassborg  was  elected  by  ballot 
Moderator  of  the  meeting. 

Article  2.  Voted  to  accept  and  allow  a  town  way,  known 
as  Grove  Street,  in  the  village  of  North  Wilbraham,  as  shown 
on  plan  entitled  "Section  C — Lakeshore,  Wilbraham,  Mass., 
April,  1929,"  as  laid  out  by  the  selectmen,  said  way  being  des- 
cribed as  follows:  beginning  at  the  southern  boundary  of  the 
State  Highway  known  as  Boston  Road,  thence  southerly  a 
distance  of  about  seven  hundred  feet  more  or  less  to  two  con- 
crete bounds,  one  at  the  south  eastern  extremity  of  said  street, 
one  at  the  south  western  extremity  of  said  street,  located  fifty- 
one  and  sixty-six  hundredths  feet  apart,  measured  in  an  easterly 
and  westerly  direction  which  concrete  bounds  mark  the  inter- 
section of  Grove  Street  so  called  with  Manchonis  Road  so  called 
on  said  plan.  The  width  of  said  Grove  Street  is  established  as 
fifty-one  and  sixty-six  hundredths  feet  throughout  its  full 
length  from  the  northern  extremity  to  the  southern  extremity  of 
said  street  as  shown  on  said  plan.  Said  town  way  is  laid  out 
ove  land  now  or  formerly  belonging  to  Boyle  Realty  Company. 

Voted  to  accept  and  allow  a  town  way,  known 
as  Manchonis  Road,  in  the  Village  of  North  Wilbraham,  as 
shown  on  plans  entitled  "Section  C,  Lakeshore,  Wilbraham, 
Mass.,  April  1929"  filed  herewith,  and  plan  entitled  Section  D, 
Lakeshore,  Wilbraham,  Mass.,  April  1929,  Phillips,  Dudley, 
Sullivan  Surveyors,"  as  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen,  said  way 
being  described  as  follows:  beginning  at  a  concrete  bound  mark- 
ing the  south  eastern  extremity  of  Grove  Street,  and  beginning 
also  at  another  concrete  bound  fifty  feet  south  of  said  south 
east  boundary  of  Grove  Street,  which  later  bound  shall  be  the 
south  eastern  boundary  of  Manchonis  Road  and  running  west 
for  a  distance  of  approximately  fifteen  feet  more  or  less  to 
two  concrete  bounds,  one  of  which  is  the  south  western  boundary 
of  said  Manchonis  Road,  the  other  fifty  feet  north  of  said 
boundary  shall  be  the  north  western  boundary  of  Manchonis 
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Road,  both  of  which  boundaries  being  located  at  or  near  the 
intersection  of  Manchonis  Road  and  Forest  Street.  The  width 
of  said  Manchonis  Road  is  estabHshed  as  fifty  feet  throughout 
its  entire  length  from  the  eastern  extremity  to  the  western 
extremity  as  shown  on  said  plan.  Said  town  way  is  laid  out 
over  land  now  or  formerly  belonging  to  the  Boyle  Realty 
Company  and  others. 

Article  4.  Voted  to  accept  and  allow  a  town  way,  known 
as  Chapin  Drive  in  the  Village  of  Wilbraham  (Stony  Hill), 
as  shown  on  plan  entitled  "Location  of  Chapin  Drive  and 
Brookdale  Drive,  Wilbraham,  Mass.,  Cobb,  Beesley  &  Miles, 
Engineers,  Springfield,  Mass.,  December,  1935,"  as  laid  out 
by  the  Selectmen,  said  way  being  described  as  follows:  beginning 
at  the  intersection  of  Chapin  Drive  and  Springfield  Street 
running  in  a  southerly  direction  for  a  distance  of  approximately 
six  hundred  feet  to  Brookdale  Road,  as  shown  on  said  plan. 
Said  way  being  fifty  feet  in  width  throughout  its  entire  length. 
Said  town  way  is  now  laid  out  over  land  now  or  formerly  be- 
longing to  Wilbraham  Business  Corporation  and  others. 

Article  5.  Voted  to  accept  and  allow  a  town  way,  known 
as  Brookdale  Road,  in  the  Village  of  Wilbraham  (Stony  Hill), 
as  shown  on  the  plan  entitled  "Location  of  Chapin  Drive  and 
Brookdale  Drive,  Wilbraham,  Mass.,  Cobb,  Beesley  &  Miles, 
Engineers,  Springfield,  Mass.,  December,  1935,"  as  laid  out  by 
the  Selectmen,  said  way  being  described  as  follows:  beginning 
at  the  intersection  of  Stony  Hill  Road  and  Brookdale  Road, 
and  running  in  a  westerly  direction  for  a  distance  of  about 
seven  hundred  feet  more  or  less  to  Edgewood  Road,  said  way 
being  fifty  feet  in  width  throughout  its  entire  length.  Said  way 
is  now  laid  out  over  land  nor  or  formerly  belonging  to  Wilbra- 
ham Business  Corporation  and  others. 

Article  6.  Voted  to  accept  and  allow  a  town  way,  known 
as  Ripley  Street,  as  shown  on  three  plans,  the  "Brewer  Field 
plan  of  lots  owned  by  Mary  E.  Gurney  and  surveyed  by  Merrill 
&  Sears,  August,  1921."  On  said  plan  Ripley  Street  is  known 
as  lot  No.  18;  also  as  shown  on  plan  of  "Edward  Stephen's 
Division,  surveyed  by  Merrill  &  Sears,  July,  1931";  also  plan  of 
"Merrick  Park  Wilbraham,  owned  by  Metille  Del.  Brooks, 
Cobb,  Beesley  &  Miles,  Engineers,  Springfield,  Mass.,  July, 
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1925  which  plan  recorded  in  Hampden  County  Registry  of 
Deeds,  Book  of  Plans,  Z,  Page  43,"  as  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen, 
said  way  being  described  as  follows:  beginning  at  the  inter- 
section of  Springfield  Street  and  running  in  a  southerly  direction 
for  a  distance  of  about  nine  hundred  feet  more  or  less  to  the 
intersection  of  Pomeroy  Street  the  width  of  said  street  is  hereby 
established  as  sixty-six  feet  throughout  its  entire  length.  Said 
way  is  now  laid  out  over  land  now  or  formerly  of  Mary  E. 
Gurney,  Edward  Stephens,  Metille  Del.  Brooks  and  others. 

Article  7.  Voted  to  accept  and  allow  a  part  of  the  town 
way,  known  as  Pomeroy  Street,  in  the  Village  of  Wilbraham, 
as  shown  on  the  plan  of  "Merrick  Park,  Wilbraham,  Mass., 
owned  by  Metille  Del.  Brooks — ^Cobb,  Beesley  and  Niles, 
Engineers,  July,  1925,  Springfield,  Mass.,  recorded  in  the 
Hampden  County  Registry  of  Deeds,  Book  of  Plans,  C.  Page 
43,"  as  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen,  said  way  being  described 
as  follows;  beginning  at  the  intersection  of  Ripley  Street  and 
Pomeroy  Street  and  running  easterly  to  the  easterly  boundary 
of  Frederick  R.  Strassberg's  property.  Said  way  being  fifty  feet 
in  width  throughout  its  entire  length.  Said  way  is  now  laid  out 
over  land,  now  or  formerly  belonging  to  Metille  De.  Brooks 
and  others. 

Article  8.    Voted  to  pass  the  article. 

Article  9.  Voted  to  appropriate  3500.00  to  defray  the 
costs  anticipated  for  the  balance  of  the  year,  the  same  to  be 
transferred  to  the  Miscellaneous  Highway  Account  in  the 
following  amounts:  ^300.00  the  unexpended  balance  of 
the  Contagious  Diseases  Appropriation  and  3200.00  from  the 
appropriation  for  the  town's  participation  in  the  Springfield 
Celebration.

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Report  of  Selectmen  and 
Board  of  Public  Welfare 


The  year  1936  insofar  as  the  Town  of  Wilbraham  was  con- 
cerned may  truly  be  said  to  have  been  definitely  an  eventful 
year.    Scarcely  had  the  town  completed  its  annual  business 
meeting  and  formulated  tentative  plans  and  procedure  for  the 
balance  of  the  year  when  a  most  unlooked  for  condition  dev- 
eloped in  the  arrival  of  the  March  flood.    Not  in  the  memory 
of  the  oldest  of  our  native  inhabitants  has  the  Chicopee  River 
risen  at  any  time  to  an  amount  which  would  even  closely 
approach  the  height  recorded  for  that  stream  for  the  period 
from  March  17th  to  March  23d.    Very  fortunately  there  was 
no  great  damage  locally  to  dwelling  houses  and  it  was  not 
necessary  as  it  was  in  so  many  nearby  communities  for  the  town 
to  evacuate  people  from  their  homes,  but  it  is  a  long  to  be  re- 
membered fact  that  the  water  rose  to  such  height  that  there 
was  eight  inches  of  water  at  one  time  going  over  the  bulkhead 
on  the  Wilbraham  side  of  the  Collins  Manufacturing  Com- 
pany's dam  at  North  Wilbraham.    It  is  distinctly  memorable 
that  for  several  nights  that  the  peopole  living  in  the  Cottage 
Street  and  Mill  Street  regions  were  in  a  justifiable  state  of 
alarm,  fearing  that  it  might  be  necessary  to  hurriedly  leave 
their  homes  if  the  water  rose  to  greater  height  through  the  threat- 
ened destruction  of  dams  farther  north  on  the  stream.  Late 
on  the  night  of  March  17th  it  was  observed  by  the  town  officials 
and  the  oflncials  of  the  Collins  Co.,  that  the  unparallelled  rise  in 
the  stream  had  so  suddenly  and  tremendously  increased  that  it 
threatened  to  break  its  way  around  the  dam  and  bulkhead  on 
the  Wilbraham  side  of  the  river.    Emergency  work  with  sand 
bags  was  immediately  started  and  continuously  kept  in  opera- 
tion until  seven  o  clock  in  the  morning  of  March  20th  when  the 
first  recession  was  noted  in  the  height  of  the  river.     Early  in 
the  morning  of  March  18th  effective  riprap  work  performed 
by  the  highway  department  under  the  direction  of  Supt. 
Phelps  doubtlessly  saved  the  covered  bridge  from  destruction 
when  the  water  threatened  to  wash  away  the  shore  pier  on  the 
Wilbraham  side.  Early  on  the  same  morning  the  water  washed 
its  way  around  the  shore  pier  on  the  Ludlow  side  of  the  so 
called  Red  Bridge  and  left  the  bridge  suspended  in  the  air  on 
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the  north  side.  The  bridge  remained  in  that  position  until  early 
in  the  afternoon  when  large  logs  and  other  debris  finally  suc- 
ceeded in  entirely  destroying  the  bridge.  The  wreckage  was 
washed  to  a  point  in  the  river  just  below  where  the  tailrace  of 
the  Red  Bridge  Power  House  discharges  into  the  river  This 
wreckage  if  allowed  to  remain  in  its  present  position  would 
perhaps  in  time  begin  to  impede  the  water  freely  discharging 
from  the  wheels  of  the  power  plant  and  will  have  to  be  removed. 

The  Selectmen  at  the  earliest  opportunity  began  prepara- 
tions to  secure  Federal  and  State  aid  in  the  reconstruction  of 
Red  Bridge.  The  Board  appeared  before  a  special  legislative 
committee  for  flood  damage  at  a  public  hearing  held  at  the 
State  House  in  Boston.  They  also,  at  a  later  occasion  appeared 
before  the  Commissioners  of  Hampden  County  relative  to  the 
same  purpose  and  together  with  the  Ludlow  Board  of  Selectmen 
appeared  before  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  William 
Callahan  in  Boston.  Accordingly  this  bridge  was  included  in 
the  list  of  bridges  submitted  in  Chapter  429  of  the  Acts  of  1936 
which  provided  for  the  reconstruction  of  certain  bridges  dam- 
aged by  floods  in  the  Commonwealth  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  By  the  provisions  of  said 
act  the  bridge  will  be  reconstructed  largely  by  funds  derived 
from  the  State  and  Federal  Government,  and  since  the  act 
provided  that  the  expense  for  the  reconstruction  of  said  bridge 
should  be  participated  in  addition  one  eighth  by  the  County, 
and  one  eighth  by  the  town  in  which  the  bridge  is  located, 
we  anticipate  that  not  more  than  one  sixteenth  of  the  expense 
will  be  borne  by  Wilbraham  since  the  Town  of  Ludlow  is  an 
equal  participant  and  will  share  one  half  of  the  amount  to  be 
borne  as  the  so  called  town  share.  The  engineering  necessary 
was  performed  at  no  expense  to  the  town  by  the  engineering 
firm  of  Leroy  M.  Hersum  of  Boston  working  under,  and  at  the 
instance  of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works.  Incidentally 
Chapter  429  also  provided  that  the  amounts  to  be  paid  by  the 
cities  and  towns  under  this  act  shall  be  assessed  and  collected 
by  the  State  Treasurer  as  a  part  of  their  state  tax  in  the 
year  1937.  Accordingly  on  January  5,  1937  bids  were  opened 
by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works  in  Boston  for  re- 
construction of  the  so  called  Red  Bridge  spanning  the  Chicopee 
river  between  Wilbraham  and  Ludlow.  The  contract  as  ad- 
vertised also  included  the  removal  of  the  old  bridge  structure 
from  the  river  bed. 
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B.  A.  Gardetto,  Inc.  of  Boston  with  an  offer  of  sixty  nine 
thousand,  five  hundred  and  twenty  six  dollars  and  fifty  cents 
was  the  lowest  bidder.  The  new  bridge  will  be  a  two  span  steel 
stringer  bridge,  one  hundred  and  sixty  eight  feet  long  with  a 
twenty-four  foot  road  way  and  a  six  foot  sidewalk.  At  this 
writing  this  Board  has  not  been  definitely  notified  that  the 
contract  has  been  awarded,  nor  when  construction  will  begin. 
However,  we  are  fully  cognizant  of  the  tremendous  inconven- 
ience caused  by  the  absence  of  the  bridge  at  that  location  and 
will  strenuously  urge  that  the  reconstruction  be  started  as 
soon  as  possible.  We  wish  to  acknowledge  and  express  thanks 
for  the  ready,  willing  aid  of  the  Ludlow  Mfg.  Associates  in 
securing  the  necessary  land  easements  required  for  the  pro- 
posed approaches  to  the  new  bridge. 

At  the  annual  town  meeting  held  in  February,  1936,  the 
town  voted  to  participate  in  the  Three  Hundredth  Anniversary 
of  the  founding  of  Springfield,  and  an  appropriation  was  made  to 
cover  any  expense  which  might  be  necessary.  Wilbraham  was 
splendidly  represented  in  the  major  event  of  the  celebration, 
which  was  the  pageant  conducted  at  Pynchon  Park  on  May  19, 
20  and  21.  There  was  no  expense  involved  to  the  town,  and  the 
unexpended  appropriation  was  transferred  to  another  account 
at  a  speeial  town  meeting  held  December  5th.  Since  we  believe 
that  this  event  is  one  worthy  of  permanent  recording,  informa- 
tion relating  to  it  insomuch  as  it  regards  Wilbraham  will  be 
found  in  another  section  of  this  report. 

The  welfare  problem  in  Wilbraham  was  of  course  an  im- 
portant one  during  the  year,  detailed  report  of  which  will  be 
found  also  in  another  section  of  the  report.  We  wish  however, 
to  once  more  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  of  the  total  amount 
of  twelve  thousand,  nine  hundred  fifty-nine  dollars  and  eighty- 
five  cents  expended  under  the  appropriation  for  public  welfare 
that  six  thousand,  nine  hundred  seventy-eight  dollars  and 
thirty-nine  cents,  an  amount  representing  more  than  fifty 
percent  of  the  total  was  paid  to  the  state  and  other  cities  and 
towns  for  former  Wilbraham  people  still  retaining  a  settlement 
in  Wilbraham,  who  through  misfortune  were  compelled  to 
receive  aid  in  other  cities  and  towns. 

The  Chapter  90  construction  of  Glendale  Road  contem- 
plated for  1936  was  not  wholly  completed  since  the  Chapter  90 
budget  was  not  passed  by  the  Legislature  until  the  closing  days 
of  the  session,  and  in  Wilbraham  as  well  as  in  many  of  the 
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neighboring  towns  Chapter  90  construction  was  not  started 
until  early  fall  and  therefore  was  discontinued  before  completion 
because  of  weather  conditions  anticipated.  This  work  will  be 
resumed  with  the  advent  of  spring  weather  and  the  balance  of 
state  and  county  appropriations  for  said  purpose  will  not  be 
lost  but  have  been  allocated  and  set  aside,  and  will  be  available 
for  resumption  of  construction  in  the  spring  of  1937.  We  wish 
to  take  this  occasion  to  thank  the  Baldwin  family,  Mr.  C.  W. 
Weeks,  Mrs.  Ida  B.  Greene  and  the  other  abutters  who  have  co- 
operated so  generously  in  the  relocation  of  the  highway  found 
necessary.  The  Selectmen  late  in  the  fall  appeared  both  before 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  the  County  Commissioners 
asking  for  Chapter  9('  aid  in  further  work  on  Glendale  Road  for 
1937.  The  Selectmen  at  this  time  wish  to  recommend  that  the 
1937  work  be  started  at  the  other  end  of  the  road  at  the  Hamp- 
den line,  just  south  of  the  home  of  Henry  I.  Edson. 

The  Selectmen  have  also  requested  reservation  of  Chapter 
90  funds  for  the  completion  of  the  surfacing  of  East  Long- 
meadow  Road  should  the  town  favorably  vote  to  do  so.  For 
the  first  time  in  several  years  the  town  voted  to  accept  several 
new  streets.  These  streets  are  Chapin  Drive,  Brookdale  Road, 
Manchonis  Road,  Gorve  Street,  Ripley  Street,  and  a  portion  of 
Pomeroy  Street.  Of  these  streets  Grove  Street  and  Manchonis 
Street  are  in  the  poorest  condition  and  there  has  been  a  WPA 
project  submitted  for  the  proper  conditioning  of  these  streets. 
This  project  has  not  yet  received  final  approval,  and  conse- 
quently it  has  not  been  possible  to  start  WPA  work  upon  them. 
However,  we  have  little  doubt  but  what  the  project  will  fav- 
orably be  acted  upon  in  Boston  and  Washington  and  that  next 
winter  the  condition  of  these  streets  will  be  materially  improved. 
The  Board  has  not  thought  it  prudent  to  thoroughly  gravel 
these  streets  with  local  funds  at  this  time  since  the  proper 
procedure  for  conditioning  demands  the  removal  of  the  top 
surface  which  it  is  contemplated  to  do  under  WPA  auspices 
and  any  appreciable  amount  of  gravel  placed  on  top  of  the  ex- 
isting surface  would  very  shortly  have  to  be  removed  when 
WPA  work  starts  there. 

WPA  construction  was  started  in  the  late  fall  on  a  sidewalk 
on  the  western  side  of  Ludlow  Road  beginning  at  the  Wilbra- 
ham-Springfield  line.  Some  of  the  curbing  was  laid  and  some  of 
the  subgrade  was  completed  when  the  project  was  stopped 
early  in  December.  As  soon  as  permanent  fair  weather  condi- 
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tions  may  be  anticipated  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Board  to 
resume  and  carry  to  completion  this  project.  This  neighborhood 
is  probably  the  most  densely  populated  neighborhood  in  our 
town  and  the  highway  considerably  used  by  pedestrians.  We 
hope  to  eliminate  thereby  some  of  the  previous  hazards  which 
have  existed  there. 

Effective  September  1st  the  Statute  under  which  Old  Age 
Assistance  was  administered  was  amended  reducing  the  eligi- 
ility  age  to  sixty-five  years  of  age  instead  of  seventy  years 
where  it  was  originally  established  in  1931.  The  Federal  Gov- 
ernment and  the  State  now  assume  reimbursement  to  a  much 
larger  amount  than  formerly  and  the  approximate  reimburse- 
ment received  for  each  case  from  these  sources  totals  about 
five-sixths  of  the  cost.  At  this  time  we  wish  to  state  briefly  the 
qualifications  for  eligibility  for  Old  Age  Assistance  as  they  now 
exist.  The  applicant  must  be  sixty-five  years  of  age  or  over,  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  must  have  been  a  resident  for 
at  least  five  of  the  last  nine  years  prior  to  application  within 
the  confines  of  the  Commonwealth.  The  applicant  may  have  an 
equity  in  real  estate  not  exceeding  ^2,000.00  providing  that  he 
actually  resides  on  the  property.  Cash  or  personal  property 
readily  converted  into  cash  miay  be  held  by  the  applicant  to  an 
extent  not  exceeding  ^300.00.  The  possession  of  life  insurance 
to  an  extent  not  to  exceed  31,000.00  providing  it  has  been  in 
effect  five  years  or  over  does  not  disqualify  an  applicant  other- 
wise eligible.  Possession  of  group  insurance  where  the  premium 
does  not  exceed  fifty  cents  per  week  is  also  allowed.  Contrary 
to  the  impression  held  by  many  the  liability  of  children  for  the 
support  of  their  parents  was  not  diminished  or  eliminated.  The 
capability  of  supporting  the  aged  parents  is  the  determining 
issue.  The  Statute  further  provides  that  the  local  Board  shall 
deduct  from  the  budget  the  amount  of  aid,  whether  in  form 
of  cash,  board  or  services  which  is  being  furnished  to  the  appli- 
cant by  anyone  or  should  be  furnished  by  his  children.  Needless 
to  say  the  administration  of  Old  Age  Assistance  requires  now  a 
large  amount  of  investigation,  knowledge  of  correct  procedure, 
constant  supervision,  considerable  clerical  work  and  an  enor- 
mous amount  of  correspondence.  The  net  cost  to  the  town 
however  will  be  but  slightly  increased  we  believe. 

The  town  was  also  able  during  1936  to  conduct  its  business 
without  borrowing  money  in  anticipation  of  revenue.  It  has 
not  been  necessary  to  borrow  in  anticipation  of  revenue  since 
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early  in  1934  and  this  situation  has  resulted  in  the  interest 
appropriation  remaining  intact.  The  excellent  administration 
of  the  Tax  Collector  s  office  is  largely  responsible  for  this  en- 
viable condition.  The  State  Auditor's  report  which  is  included 
in  this  town  report  on  another  page  shows  that  the  town  is  once 
more  possessed  of  a  respectable  reserve  of  surplus  revenue,  and 
after  consultation  with  the  Finance  Committee  we  believe  that 
it  would  be  prudent  to  appropriate  a  reasonable  amount  of 
this  surplus  revenue  for  the  expenditures  of  1937.  We  wish  to 
sternly  warn  however  that  this  amount  should  not  be  wiped 
out  in  sweeping  manner  but  should  be  sagaciously  administered 
by  the  voters  at  the  annual  meeting.  The  Finance  Board  has 
during  1936  spent  an  unusual  amount  of  time,  effort  and  self 
sacrifice  in  considering  the  needs  of  the  town,  and  we  urge  that 
their  recommendation  receive  utmost  consideration  from  the 
voters. 

Since  the  period  of  financial  difficulty  which  has  proved  so 
bothersome  to  towns  and  individuals  is  generally  accepted  as 
having  begun  in  October,  1929,  we  are  submitting  for  com- 
parative purposes  the  Wilbraham  tax  rate  from  1929  through 
1936:  1929-326.50;  1930-^29.00;  1931-329.00;  1932-^37.50; 
1933-338.50;  1934-333.00;  1935-332,00;  1936-328.00.  It  will 
be  readily  see  that  the  highest  peak  as  far  as  the  tax  rate  is 
concerned  was  reached  in  1933,  and  that  there  has  been  a  steady 
recession  since  that  time  to  the  1936  tax  rate,  328.00  per 
thousand.  The  only  year  during  the  period  covered  in  which 
the  rate  has  been  lower  than  the  current  rate  was  the  year  1929 
when  the  rate  was  326.50.  Further  analization  readily  discloses 
that  since  the  appropriations  for  that  year  were  made  in  Feb- 
ruary and  the  tax  rate  computed  in  the  early  summer  that  the 
fatal  October  dav  in  1929  did  not  make  its  presence  felt  in  the 
local  tax  rate  in  that  year. 

Each  passing  year  has  seen  the  necessity  of  more  and  more 
time  being  devoted  to  the  work  by  the  Board  to  properly  ad- 
ministrate the  affairs  of  the  town.  The  problems  encountered 
have  new  complications  added  each  year.  Perhaps  the  greatest 
satisfaction  which  your  Board  has  taken  in  the  work  is  the  fact 
that  we  have  been  able  to  use  current  taxes  for  current  bills 
and  that  the  amount  of  taxation  necessary  to  pay  for  dead 
burdens  in  the  form  of  interest  and  bond  obligation  has  been 
constantlv  diminishing.  We  recommend  the  further  practice  of 
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economy  so  that  Wilbraham  may  continue  to  be  the  pleasant 
place  to  live  in  that  it  has  been  for  so  many  years.

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Report  of  Planning  Board 

The  members  of  the  Town  Planning  Board  for  the  year 
1936  were  Raymond  H.  Beach,  Ira  W.  Belcher,  Lloyd  M. 
Hoover,  Arthur  I.  Macdonald  and  Edward  G.  MacDowell. 
The  Board  organized  with  Edward  G.  MacDowell,  Chairman, 
Lloyd  M.  Hoover,  Secretary.  Regular  meetings  were  scheduled 
the  second  Monday  of  each  month  at  7.30  P.  M.  at  the  Town 
Hall. 

Street  Layouts — Chapin  Drive  and  Brookdale 
Drive  at  Stony  Hill,  and  Ripley  Street  and  a  part  of  Pomeroy 
Street  at  Wilbraham  Center,  and  Manchonis  Road  and  Grove 
Street  at  North  Wilbraham  were  accepted  at  a  special  Town 
Meeting  held  in  November.  The  Planning  Board  held  a  hear- 
ing on  the  acceptance  of  these  streets  just  previous  to  the  last 
annual  Town  Meeting  and  rendered  a  report  in  favor  of  their 
acceptance  but  due  to  the  preliminary  work  and  survey  nec- 
essary the  voters  felt  thatbeforeassumingliability  money  should 
be  available  for  immediate  improvement  and  the  above  work 
should  be  done. 

We  expect  that  in  the  near  future  much  more  building 
will  be  done  than  there  has  in  the  past  and  would  request  that 
each  and  every  one  would  observe  the  building  and  zoning  laws 
of  the  town.  A  rPew  map  of  the  town  is  needed  as  a  guide  for 
future  development  and  we  recommend  that  of  any  money  that 
is  appropriated  for  use  of  the  planning  board  a  portion  may  be 
set  aside  for  this  purpose. 

The  townspeople  may  be  interested  to  know  that  our 
neighbor  to  the  south,  the  village  of  Hampden,  through  the 
activities  of  the  Garden  Club  and  other  public  spirited  citizens 
has  become  interested  in  town  planning  and  taken  their  first 
steps  towards  zoning  protection.

In  accordance  with  the  vote  passed  at  the  annual  town 
meeting,  February  3,  1936,  the  town  of  Wilbraham  accepted 
the  invitation  from  the  city  of  Springfield  to  participate  in 
the  Historical  Pageant  of  Springfield,  "The  Wings  of  Time" 
presented  at  Pynchon  Park  on  May  19,  20  and  21st.  Unfor- 
tunately the  weather  was  unseasonably  cold  and  there  was  one 
postponement  due  to  rain  so  that  the  program  was  extended  for 
an  additional  evening.  The  time  entailed  in  rehearsal  and  in 
going  to  Springfield  for  four  successive  evenings  involved  much 
self  sacrifice  for  the  large  group  who  participated,  and  their 
efforts  are  worthy  of  lasting  commendation.  The  part  assigned 
to  Wilbraham  was  "Episode  Five"  which  portrayed  the  first 
meeting  house  and  an  early  church  service.  Mrs.  Eva  Gurney 
supervised  and  directed  the  Wilbraham  group  in  a  most  efficient 
manner  and  Raymond  Beech  portrayed  the  clergyman  in 
conducting  the  service  in  very  capable  fashion.  We  wish  to 
thank  the  various  townspeople  who  lent  for  the  purpose  ancient 
garments,  guns  and  other  property.  The  names  of  the  partici- 
pants as  they  appeared  in  the  souvenir  program  of  the  occasion 
are  being  inserted.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an  audit 
of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Wilbraham  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1936,  and  submit  the  following 
report  thereon: 
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The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books  of 
the  several  departments  collecting  or  disbursing  money  for  the 
town  or  sendmg  out  bills  for  collection,  were  examined,  checked 
and  verified.  ' 

The  receipts  from  licenses  granted  by  the  board  of  select- 
men were  checked  with  the  record  of  licenses  granted  and  the 
payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified  by  a  comparison  with 
the  treasurer's  record  of  receipts.  In  connection  with  liquor 
hcenses  issued  for  the  year  1937,  attention  is  called  to  Section 
70,  Chapter  138,  General  Laws,  as  amended,  which  provides 
that  no  such  licenses  shall  be  granted  unless  the  applicant  for 
a  license  shall  have  filed  with  the  town  treasurer  a  bond  running 
to  the  town. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  treasurer  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were  checked  with  the 
records  of  the  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town 
or  committing  bills  for  collection,  and  with  the  other  sources 
from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury.  The 
payments  were  compared  with  the  treasury  warrants  approved 
by  the  selectmen  authorizing  the  treasurer  to  disburse  town 
funds.  The  cash  book  was  footed  for  the  period  covered  by  the 
audit,  and  the  cash  balance  December  31,  1936,  was  proved 
by  a  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balances  with  statements  re- 
ceived from  the  banks,  by  an  examination  of  the  savings  bank 
book,  and  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office. 

The  payments  of  debt  and  interest  were  proved  by  a  com- 
parison with  ,the  amounts  falHng  due  during  the  period  covered 
by  the  audit  and  by  examination  of  the  cancelled  securities 
and  coupons  on  file. 

The  savings  bank  books  representing  the  investment  of 
the  trust  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town  treasurer  were  ex- 
amined and  listed.  The  income  was  proved  and  the  with- 
drawals were  checked  with  the  treasurer's  records. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  examined 
and  checked  in  detail.  The  taxes  outstanding  at  the  time  of 
the  previous  examination  were  audited  and  proved,  and  all 
subsequent  commitment  lists  of  poll,  property,  and  motor 
vehicle  excise  taxes  were  reconciled  with  the  assessors'  warrants. 

The  recorded  collections  were  checked  with  the  com- 
mitment lists,  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  compared 
with  the  treasurer's  record  of  receipts,  the  abatements  were 
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checked  with  the  assessors  record  of  abatements  granted,  and 
the  outstanding  accounts  were  Hsted  and  proved. 

The  outstanding  accounts  were  verified  by  mailing  notices 
to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books 
as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the  repHes  received  thereto  in- 
dicating that  the  accounts,  as  hsted,  are  correct. 

The  collector  s  cash  balance  December  31,  1936,  was 
proved  by  a  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balance  with  a  statement 
furnished  by  the  bank  and  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  on  hand. 

The  financial  transactions  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  for  dog  and  sporting  licenses 
were  checked  with  the  record  of  licenses  issued,  the  payments 
to  the  State  and  town  treasurers  were  verified,  and  the  cash 
on  hand  December  31,  1936,  was  proved  by  actual  count. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  town  clerk,  treasurer,  and  tax 
collector  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  appropriations  voted  by  the  town  were  listed  from  the 
town  clerk's  record  of  town  meetings  and  a  comparison  with  the 
aggregate  amounts  chargeable  against  each  appropriation 
showed  that  all  expenditures  have  been  kept  within  the  amounts 
voted  by  the  town. 

The  transfers  from  the  reserve  fund  voted  by  the  finance 
committee  were  listed  and  checked  with  the  appropriation 
accounts. 

The  receipts  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures  were 
checked  with  the  record  of  fees  charged,  the  payments  to  the 
treasurer  being  verified  by  a  comparison  with  the  treasurer's 
record  of  receipts. 

The  records  of  accounts  receivable  of  the  public  welfare 
and  school  departments  were  examined.  The  charges  were 
listed,  the  collections  and  disallowances  were  checked,  and  the 
outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  proved. 

The  record  of  the  school  department  for  miscellaneous 
receipts  were  checked  with  the  record  of  collections,  and  the 
payments  to  the  treasurer  were  compared  with  the  treasurer's 
cash  book. 

The  recorded  receipts  of  the  librarian  for  fines,  etc.,  were 
checked  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  compared 
with  the  treasurer's  cash  book. 

The  savings  bank  book  representing  the  investment  of  the 
Morton  L.  Day  Library  Fund  in  the  custody  of  the  library 
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trustees  were  examined.  The  income  was  proved  and  the  ex- 
penditures were  verified. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  water  department  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  charges  for  the  sale  of  water  and 
for  water  services  were  added,  the  recorded  collections  were 
checked  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer,  the  abatements 
were  checked,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and 
proved. 

The  manner  in  which  the  records  of  the  several  departments 
of  the  town  have  been  kept  indicates  a  keen  interest  on  the 
part  of  the  officials  in  charge  and  greatly  facilitated  the  work 
of  the  audit. 

Ledger  accounts  were  compiled,  and  a  balance  sheet, 
showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on  December  31, 
1936  was  prepared  and  is  appended  to  this  report.  The  balance 
sheet  indicates  that  the  town  is  in  excellent  financial  condition. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance  sheet, 
are  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer's  cash, 
summaries  of  the  tax  and  departmental  accounts,  as  well  as 
tables  showing  the  trust  fund  transactions. 

For  the  co-operation  received  from  the  several  town 
officials  while  engaged  in  making  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf 
of  my  assistants  and  for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

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Report  of 
Superintendent  of  Schools 

To  the  School  Committee  of  Wilbraham: 

Herewith  is  submitted  my  report  as  superintendent  of 
schools  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1936. 

Maintenance  of  School  Plant 

The  customary  minor  repairs  have  been  attended  to. 
In  addition  four  undertakings  of  sufficient  magnitude  to  be 
mentioned  in  the  annual  report  have  been  carried  through. 

The  schoolhouse  at  Wilbraham  Street  was  given  a  coat 
of  paint  during  the  summer.  This  may  well  be  considered  as 
having  been  done  in  accordance  with  a  plan  to  give  one  or  two 
schoolhouses  one  coat  of  paint  each  year,  thereby  keeping  the 
exteriors  of  all  buildings  well  painted  without  piling  up  the 
cost  in  any  one  year. 

The  cement  floor  in  the  basement  of  the  Wilbraham  Street 
schoolhouse,  which  had  become  so  broken  as  to  cause  a  dusty 
and  untidy  condition  and  to  make  sweeping  the  floor  imprac- 
ticable, was  largely  relaid.  During  the  summer  vacation  of 
1937  similar  work  should  be  done  in  the  basement  of  the  North 
Wilbraham  schoolhouse. 

The  yard  at  the  North  Wilbraham  schoolhouse  whose 
cinder  surface  had  proved  most  unsatisfactory  for  play  purposes 
was  graded  and  resurfaced  with  trap  rock  dust.  The  new 
surface  seems  to  give  entire  satisfaction.  All  complaints  from 
parents  have  ceased. 

At  the  Pines  school  a  W.  P.  A.  project  was  carried  through 
in  the  basement  of  the  brick  building.  The  unexcavated  por- 
tions of  the  basement  were  excavated  to  the  point  where  work- 
men can  easily  walk  around  to  inspect  pipes  and  walls.  A 
particular  reason  for  doing  this  was  the  discovery  made  last 
summer  that  the  basement  was  infested  with  termites.  Part  of 
the  newly  excavated  area  was  covered  with  a  cement  floor 
to  provide  storage  space  for  unused  school  furniture,  bulky 
school  supplies,  and  so  on.  The  dirt  removed  from  the  base- 
ment was  used  for  grading  at  the  rear  of  the  building,  thereby 
improving  the  play  area  and  making  it  more  convenient  for 
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the  school  bus  to  drive  around  the  building  and  stop  directly 
in  front  of  one  of  the  exits  for  taking  on  or  letting  off  pupils 
transported. 

Red  Bridge  Situation 

The  town  has  six  children  who  live  on  the  Wilbraham  side 
of  the  Chicopee  River  at  Red  Bridge,  for  whose  schooling  it  is 
responsible.  Prior  to  the  flood  which  carried  away  the  bridge 
at^  Red  Bridge  last  spring,  these  children  walked  across  the 
bridge  and  were  picked  up  by  a  Ludlow  school  bus.  The  ar- 
rangement was  convenient  for  the  children,  and  the  school 
department  of  Wilbraham  was  glad  to  pay  for  their  transpor- 
tation to  the  Ludlow  schools  and  for  their  tuition  there.  After 
the  bridge  was  swept  away,  it  was  necessary  to  make  other 
arrangements.  The  parents  of  the  children  did  not  wish  them 
removed  from  the  Ludlow  schools.  Accordingly,  Mr.  Wesley 
Butler,  father  of  five  of  the  children,  entered  into  an  agreement 
whereby  he  transports  the  children  around  through  North 
Wilbraham  to  the  Ludlow  schools.  The  arrangement  is  more 
expensive  to  the  Wilbraham  school  committee  than  the  former 
arrangement  and  is  less  convenient  for  the  children  affected, 
but  it  is  less  expensive  to  the  school  department  than  any 
other  plan  considered  by  the  committee  and  is  more  satisfactory 
to  the  children.  It  is  expected  that  before  the  opening  of 
another  school  year  the  bridge  will  have  been  rebuilt  and  the 
children  can  again  secure  transportation  by  walking  across  the 
bridge  and  meeting  a  Ludlow  school  bus. 


New  Texbooks  Needed 

In  the  near  future  the  school  department  should  plan  to 
make  basal  textbook  changes  in  several  subjects.  The  dates  of 
the  adoption  of  textbooks  now  in  use  in  the  course  of  study 
follow:  Penmanship,  1922,  spelling  book,  1927;  hygiene,  1927; 
arithmetic,  1929;  primary  grade  reading,  1930;  geography, 
1930;  history,  1931;  junior  high  English,  1931;  elementary 
English  1936. 

Renewals  have  been  made  of  w^orn  out  books  so  that  the 
pupils  have  all  been  supplied,  but  it  is  a  question  whether, 
instead  of  renewals,  new  up-to-date  publications  ought  not  to 
have  been  bought.  Failure  to  do  this  has  been  due  partly  to 
the  desire  to  save  money  during  the  years  of  the  depression. 
Also,  to  some  extent  money  which  might  have  been  used  for

new  textbooks  has  been  diverted  to  the  purcliase  of  pupils' 
workbooks,  to  library  books,  and  to  reference  books.  For  the 
last  two  years  the  school  department  has  furnished  most  of  the 
pupils  in  grades  3-8  with  a  weekly  news  sheet.  This  latter  service 
has  been  greatly  appreciated  by  the  teachers.  However  at 
the  most  the  money  spent  for  books  of  all  sorts  represents  but 
a  small  part  of  the  total  cost  of  the  schools.  The  pupils  ought 
to  have  not  merely  up-to  date  basal  textbooks  but  also  needed 
workbooks  and  reference  books. 

Westfield  Normal  College  Survey 

Last  spring  a  survey  of  the  work  being  done  in  the  Wil- 
braham  schools  was  made  by  the  graduating  class  of  the  West- 
field  Normal  College,  under  the  supervision  of  President 
Russell  of  that  institution.  This  survey  involved  several  visits 
to  all  the  schools  by  President  Russell,  the  giving  of  intelligence 
and  achievement  tests  by  the  members  of  the  class,  the  scoring 
of  these  tests,  the  interpretation  of  the  results,  and  two  addresses 
on  the  significance  of  the  tests  given  to  the  teachers  by  Dr. 
Russell. 

The  request  for  this  survey  was  made  in  the  expectation 
that  it  would  reveal  ways  in  which  the  work  of  the  schools 
might  be  improved,  that  it  would  show  weaknesses  as  well  as 
points  of  strength.  The  survey  indicated  that  in  some  schools 
more  than  the  customary  amount  of  emphasis  was  being  placed 
on  some  topics,  while  along  other  lines  our  pupils  showed 
weakness.  Especially  in  the  field  of  English  literature  a  lack 
was  shown.  This  is  a  subject  in  which  the  home  background 
greatly  helps  out  the  work  of  the  schools.  If  a  child  comes  from 
a  home  where  there  is  an  abundance  of  reading  material, 
particularly  of  children's  classics  as  well  as  standard  works  for 
adults,  he  is  likely  to  have  read  much  more  widely  than  the 
child  who  comes  from  a  home  which  lacks  this  material. 

The  public  library  has  for  years  cooperated  with  the 
schools  in  their  attempts  to  provide  suitable  reading  material 
for  the  children.  Twice  each  year  boxes  holding  about  thirty 
volumes  each  are  filled  with  books  carefully  selected  by  Mrs. 
Abbott  and  sent  to  all  the  schools  except  the  one  at  North  Wil- 
braham.  This  school  is  so  near  the  library  building  that  the 
pupils  at  recess  time  can  visit  the  library  and  draw  out  books. 
One  box  is  sent  to  the  Stony  Hill  school,  three  boxes  to  The 
Pines,  two  to  Wilbraham  Street,  and  one  to  East  Wilbraham, 
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making  approximately  sixty  volumes  a  year  furnished  by  the 
library  to  the  Stony  Hill  school,  one  hundred  and  twenty 
volumes  to  The  Pines,  one  hundred  and  twentv  volumes  to 
Wilbraham  Street,  and  sixty  volumes  to  East  Wilbraham. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  school  committee  this  year 
has  authorized  the  purchase  of  a  limited  number  of  library  books 
for  permanent  placement  in  the  schools,  especially  at  The 
Pines.  A  bookcase  has  been  built  in  the  corridor  of  that  build- 
ing in  order  that  the  books  may  be  properly  cared  for,  and  the 
principal  has  arranged  for  a  library  period  each  week  for  each 
school.  In  order  to  promote  still  further  the  work  in  English 
literature,  in  most  of  the  schools  the  children  are  encouraged 
to  read  for  State  Library  Certificates.  It  is  hoped  by  all  these 
measures  to  strengthen  the  work  in  English  literature,  to  give 
the  pupils  an  increased  familiarity  with  the  best  books  in  our 
language,  and  to  establish  in  the  children  such  habits  of  reading 
as  will  tend  to  broaden  and  deepen  their  cultural  life. 

Reading  Difficulties  Research 

Possibly  no  other  subject  in  the  curriculum  has  been  given 
so  much  attention  during  the  past  few  years  as  reading.  It  is 
recognized  as  the  subject  of  greatest  importance.  If  a  child 
does  not  read  well,  he  is  seriously  handicapped  in  his  school 
work.  This  handicap  sometimes  persists,  not  merely  through 
the  elementary  schools  but  through  high  school  and  college. 
Many  of  the  failures  of  college  students  to  do  passing  work 
are  attributed  to  reading  difficulties. 

In  some  cases  reading  difficulties  are  due  to  physical 
handicaps;  in  others  they  are  the  outcome  of  faulty  mental 
habits  or  teaching  procedures.  It  is  believed  by  those  who  have 
given  the  subject  careful  study  that  in  most  cases  by  proper 
treatment  the  handicaps,  whether  physical  or  psychological, 
can  be  prevented  or  overcome,  and  that  there  are  very  few 
children  who  cannot  learn  to  read  acceptably. 

In  an  attempt  to  serve  the  children  in  the  public  schools  of 
the  state,  the  Division  of  Child  Hygiene  has  organized  a  group 
of  highly  trained  specialists  to  bring  to  bear  on  the  subject  of 
reading  difficulties  all  the  latest  information  regarding  physical 
handicaps  and  methods  of  teaching  and  learning  that  affect 
reading.  The  schools  of  this  superintendency  union  have  been 
very  fortunate  in  that  they  have  been  chosen  by  the  Division 
of  Child  Hygiene  as  suitable  schools  in  which  to  begin  this  new 
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service.  The  plan  provides  for  two  lines  ol  attack;  one,  a 
thorough  examination  of  children  for  the  purpose  of  discovering 
any  organic  or  functional  difficulties  which  interfere  v/ith  the 
acquisition  of  the  power  to  read;  the  other,  the  training  of 
teachers  so  that  they  may  be  able  to  make  use  of  all  new  know- 
ledge in  this  field. 

The  aim  of  this  research  study  is  to  develop  preventive 
procedures  and  its  scope  will  be  limited  largely  to  children 
below  the  third  grade.  But  in  the  towns  of  this  union  during 
the  past  few  weeks,  pending  the  preparation  of  material  for  use 
with  the  primary  grades,  study  has  been  given  to  reading 
difficulties  cases  above  the  second  grade. 

In  addition  to  the  work  in  the  classrooms.  Dr.  Lura  Oak, 
who  is  at  the  head  of  this  undertaking,  has  given  a  series  of 
five  lectures  to  the  teachers  of  the  union.  The  attendance  at 
these  has  been  quite  general.  Practically  all  teachers  in  the 
lower  grades  and  many  from  the  upper  grades  have  attended 
all  of  them.  The  lectures  have  been  of  great  value  and  represent 
to  a  degree  the  equivalent  of  an  extension  course  in  professional 
study.  The  testimony  of  the  teachers  is  that  they  are  receiving 
substantial  help  from  the  lectures  of  Dr.  Oak  and  from  her 
school  visitations. 

This  project  is  one  in  which  the  cooperation  of  parents 
is  sometimes  essential.  In  a  number  of  cases  telebinocular  tests 
have  shown  eye  conditions  which  are  not  revealed  by  the  more 
superfiical  tests  which  the  teachers  give  and  therefore  have 
remained  unsuspected.  Such  cases  call  for  an  examination  of 
the  eyes  by  an  eye  specialist  and  preferably  by  one  who  has 
familiarized  himself  with  the  obscure  vision  difficulties  of  whose 
existence  the  telebinocular  tests  give  evidence.  Thus  far  the 
response  of  the  parents  has  been  very  encouraging.  I  am 
firmly  convinced  that  in  some  cases  where  a  child  has  been  dis- 
heartened and  discouraged  with  reference  to  school  work  because 
of  the  difficulties  he  has  experienced  in  learning  to  read,  a  re- 
formation will  be  brought  about  and  the  child  transformed 
from  a  discouraged,  failing  pupil  to  one  who  is  doing  his  work 
successfully  and  happily. 

In  closing  this  report,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of 
the  friendly  attitude  which  members  of  the  school  committee 
have  always  shown  toward  my  work  and  the  fairmindedness 
with  which  they  have  discussed  and  solved  the  many  problems 
which,  as  superintendent  of  schools,  I  have  laid  before  them. 
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I  appreciate  also  the  way  in  which  the  teachers,  supervisors, 
and  other  employees  of  the  school  department  have  received 
my  suggestions,  aided  me  with  their  advice,  and  joined  in  the 
attempt  to  carry  on  the  schools  of  Wilbraham  worthily.  On 
the  thirtieth  of  next  June  I  shall  have  finished  eighteen  years 
of  service  in  this  superintendency  union.  Even  though  my 
duties  have  by  no  means  always  been  performed  to  my  own 
satisfaction,  the  years  have  been  made  pleasant  by  the  associa- 
tions involved  in  the  work.

Report  of  School  Nurse 

As  school  nurse  I  have  assisted  the  school  physician  in 
his  work  of  vaccinating,  immunizing,  Schick  testing,  and  givmg 
physical  examinations.  During  the  examinations  6  chddren 
were  found  who  were  unvaccinated,  but  they  have  presented 
certificates  of  exemption  from  their  doctors.  Of  a  total  o  343 
pupils  examined,  287  were  classed  as  having  physical  defects 
Included  in  these  were  33  cases  of  malnutrition,  12  chi  dren  with 
poor  posture,  7  children  with  defective  skin,  197  children  need- 
ing dental  care,  58  with  defective  tonsils,  and  17  with  symptoms 
of  flat  feet. 
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As  compared  with  last  year,  improvement  in  posture 
was  noted  in  36  cases.  The  children  with  defective  skin  were 
temporarily  excluded  from  school.  Since  the  examinations  were 
given  many  children  with  poor  teeth  have  had  work  done  either 
in  the  dental  clinic  or  by  the  family  dentist.  Of  those  found  to 
have  defective  tonsils,  11  have  since  had  tonsil  operations. 
Improvement  was  noted  in  28  pupils  who  last  year  showed 
indications  of  flat  feet. 

The  physical  examinations  were  attended  by  59  parents. 
This  gave  opportunity  for  conference,  and  much  literature  per- 
taining to  nutrition,  to  the  cooking  of  foods,  and  to  exercises 
for  better  posture  and  for  flat  feet  was  distributed. 

Many  children  try  to  struggle  through  their  lessons  who  are 
handicapped  because  of  defective  sight.  The  nurse  has  taken 
19  children  to  the  oculist  during  the  year,  and  glasses  have  been 
put  on  16  of  these. 

The  five  children  who  were  taken  to  Camp  Frederic 
Edwards  to  spend  some  of  their  vacation  unfortunately,  because 
of  homesickness  and  unfavorable  conditions  at  home,  did  not 
stay  the  full  time.  There  was,  however,  a  total  gain  of  eleven 
pounds  for  a  period  of  from  fourteen  to  twenty-one  days. 

During  the  year  I  made  333  visits  to  schools,  homes,  and 
so  forth,  and  held  450  consultations  with  parents,  teachers,  and 
others.  I  made  1,106  inspections  of  children.  There  were  16 
exclusions  from  school  because  of  pediculosis  or  temperatures. 
First  aid  treatments  were  given  to  132  children.  Nine  class- 
room talks  and  one  talk  to  a  parent  teacher  association  were 
given.
